Colin Fraser and party arrived from 
Chipewyan on Friday, having made 
what he asserts was the shortest trip 
on record, 21 days in all to Edmonton 
or 19 days actual travelling, although 
the water in the Athabasca was unus- 
ually high with much drift wood 
which makes travelling by boat up 
stream all the more difficult. He left 
Chipewyan on the evening of June 
18th, and made nearly as good time to 
Tort MeMurray as the Hudson’s Biy 
steamer, taking only five days. ‘

ing themselves of the advantages of the 
government creameries as fully as was 
expected throughout Alberta, except in the 
vicinity of Calgary, and there the amcunc 
of cream coming in is increasing very 
satisfactorily. 

TuHE South Edmonton agricultural society 
will hold their annual fair on the 28th and 
29th of September next. At a meeting 
held on Tuesday last arrangements were 
made for the fair and committees were 
appointed to get the grounds in order, to 
revise the prize list and to get programmes 
of sports ready. 

Rev, Mr. DetwiiEr, of Didsbury, came 
up to Wetaskiwin on Thursday’s train. The 
Didsbury settlement, from Waterloo, Unt., 
now numbers eighteen families sind the 
settlers are we!l pleastd with their location 
and with the present season’s prcspects. 
This is the best outlook they have had 
during their three years’ residence. 


THE prairie throughout the dry section 
of the Territcries from Moose Jaw to 
Calgary has more moisture than in any 
season since the railway was built. In 
districts where the water for use at the 
the section houses had to be brought by the 
trains, young ducks are to be seen in 
dozens swimming in the ditches alongside 
the railway track. 

C. A. Lovetanp, of the Big Islaud 
Mining Co., was attacked early Friday 
morning by a stroke of partial paralysis 
which entirely destroved his speech. Up 
to Saturday night, though somewhat re- 
covered, he had not yet regained the power 
of speech. His sons will accompany him 
home on to-morrow’s train and remain with 
him until! he recovers. 

Srover’s pocket directory for July to 
hand is an especially interesting issue, as it 
contains all the changes in running of trains 
on the C. P. R. branch lines and other 
routes. Also lake and ocean steamship 
sailings, postal information, cricket fixtures 
etc., together with the maps of the city of 
Winnipeg, province of Manitoba, and the 
C. P. R. and its connections. 

Tue Olds creamery under private owner- 
ship is paying 12c. a pound to its patrons 
for butter manufactured from milk supplied. 
Payments are made monthly and the butter 
is the property of the creamery. When 
the season opened 10c. was paid, but the 
operators having made a favorable contract, 
were able to increase the price to 12c. A 
considerably larger amount of cream is 
coming in than last year. 

To-pay, ‘the glorious 12th, is being 
celebrated by the followers of King William 
in a truly loyal manner. Early this 
morning the music of the fife and drum was 
heard as the Orange lodge from South 
Edmonton crossed over on the ferry and 
marched up the hill and down Jasper 
avenue, King William in full regalia leading 
the way. ‘The procession marched directly 
through town and continued ; 
tc Fort Saskatchewan where the pic-nic 
will be held. A large number of people 
from here drove down to be present. The 
pie-nic promises to be a very pleasant and 
successful one. 

Messrs. ADAM C. BELL, M. P. for Picton 
Nova Scotia and §. Dunn Scott, editor of 
the St. John, N. B. Sun, came in on Thurs- 
day’s train and took a drive around town 
on the evening. They went south on Fri- 
day. Messrs Bell and Scott are making a 
trip through western Canada for the pur- 
pose of becoming better informed as to the 
possibilities of the country in regard to 
which they have certain possibilities to dis- 
charge. They were delighted with North 
Alberta in general and with Edmonton in 
particular. They hope to yisit the ranching 
district of Southern Alberta on their return 
from the coast.

the snow went off so early that the 
ordinary spring hunt could not be made. 
The snow was gone in April, and the 
river did not break until the 8th of 
May, so that the Indians could not go 
to their hunting grounds either with 
dog sleighs or by boats. Some Indians 
starved to death during the winter. 
Further north at Great Slave lake there 
was no starvation as cariboo were 
plentiful. Neither was there such 
hardship further south at Fort Mce- 
Murray. The fur trade was not as 
good as last year. Mr. Fraser brings 35 
packs. There was no serivus sickness 
during the winter. Three wood buffalos 
were killed in the region Northwest of 
Chipewyan. 

The steamer Athabasca was met on 
her second trip to Grand Rapids. 

The policerian to be stationed at 
Fort Smith was at MeMurray. The 
Indians of Athabasca are satisfied to 
have the police amongst them to prevent 
or punish fur the puting out of poison, 
or the setting out of fires; but they 
object strongly to enforcement of the 
game laws passed some years ago at 
Ottawa. If the attempt is made to 
enforce these laws regarding waterfowl 
and small game there will be trouble. 
As to the wood buffalo the Indians do 
not object to them being protected pro- 
vided white men are not allow to hunt 
them. If white men are not absolutely 
prohibited the Indians _ will not submit 
to being stopped.

DIVERGENT TARIFFS. 


| The Canadian and United States 
legislatives bodies have each lately 
completed a revision of their respec- 
tive tariffs. The Dingley bill as first 
presented to congress was a distinct 
advance in protective duties. As fin- 
ally passed in the senate it is simply a 
sky scraper. The McKinley  taviff 
was formerly regarded as almost the 
reduction ad absurdam of protection; 
but it was a very moderate measure 
as compared with the modification of 
the Dingley bill now adopted. The 
cause for this extreme advance is dif- 
ficult to find. It cannot be much 
of a revenue producer, for much of 
it is fix¢d upon prohibitory rates. It 
is not pretended that the extreme rise 
in duties is im response to the ex- 
pressed wishes of the people. The late 
presidential election was run upon 
financial issues, and the part played 
by the tariff was quite secondary. 
The general expectation was that the 
action of congress towards changes in 
the tariff would be characterized with 
a moderation which would give it a 
chance for a long life. In the intro- 
duction of the bill in the senate, this 
|motive was avowed by Senator Ald- 
rich ; but that body ignored any cen- 
sideration of the kind, and made it 
frankly an embodiment of the most 
extreme type of protection. Whether 
its course will run through as short 
a period as marked the life of the Mc- 
Kinley tariff remains to be seen; but 
for the present the commercial barbed 
ferce around the neighboring republic 
is higher than it ever was before. 
While this has been going on, our 
Canadian parliament has been deal- 
ina with its tariff. Its method of 
procedure was notably different from 
| that of the United states body. The 
| schedule of duties was brought down 
at a certain hour at Ottawa and im- 
mediately went into effeet through- 
out Canada. Those at Washington 
|came into effect only upon passing 
| both houses and receiving the presi- 
| dent’s signature. In the interval, op- 
| portunity was given for all kinds of 
| speculative movements based upon the 
| possible outcome of the measure ; and 
| in the past it has been only too clear 
| that temptations to corrupt action 
on the part of legislators has grown 
out of the suspense. In the nature 
| of the changes made the action taken 
by the two legislative bodies has been 
| in opposite directions. Canada, under 
the present government, is avowedly 
moving in the direction of reduced 
duties. To many people the modera- 
tion of the reductions is a matter of 
| surprise and disappointment; but not 
who had studied our economic 
/conditions. Those political orators 
/and organs whose promises and 
prophecies held out the certainty of 
| slashing reductions of duties when 
their party came into power, have 
/now the embarrassing duty of ex- 
| plaining and apologizing for the many 
reductions that were not made, and 
making the most of those that were. 
| If there is any fault to be found, it 


| to those 


|is with the rash promises made be- 
fore hand ; there certainly can be none 
|for the prudent course adopted in 
/making all changes with a due re- 
gard to the present business indus- 
| tries of the country. 

The unmistakable tendency of the 
| United States tariff is hostile, or at 
| best indifferent to intercourse with 
| Canada. This was emphasized by the 
attempt made by our 
statesmen to induce our neighbors to 
be neighborly. The attempt was. re- 
| pulsed ; and the Canadian parliament 
| showel a very natural disposition to 
retaliate. This found expression in 
the duties upon cool, and a few other 
products, but fell short of assuming 
|a defiantly aggressive attitude. But 
| its chief and most satisfactory expres- 
|sion was made in the preferential 


/ terms of the tariff for nations, which 


admit our products free or at low 
rates. Great Britain sees in this 
something more than a mere trade 
arrangement, and welcomes it asa 
\drawing closer of the bonds of im- 
perial citizenship.—Free Press.

| THE YUKON. 
| 


A letter received in Winnipeg from 
}one of the party of Manitoban’s en 
| route to the Yukon contains the follow- 
ing account of the hardships of travel 
|through that country. The letter is 
dated Lake Linderman, Alaska, June 
20th, and reads in part as follows: 

‘‘ We reached this place yesterday, 
a little disfigured, but still in the ring, 
| having climbed the Chilcoot Pass from 
Dyea. “The following distances will 
keep you on the trail as we muve along: 
From Dyea to head of canoe naviga- 
tion, six miles; to mouth of the can- 
yor, nine miles; to Sheep Camp, 15 
miles ; summit of pass, 18 miles, to 
| Lake Linderman, where we now are, 
12 miles. The first six miles travelled 
were along a river, with the road run- 
ning from one bank to the other and a 
very hard path to get along ; sand and 
boulders, with from six iuches to two 
feet of water, with a very swift current. 
Tke balance of the distance to the 
canyon is over boulders with fair foot- 
ing. This is the end of the wagon road, 
and you then take to the woods and 
begin the mountain climb, going up 
and up until the river looks a silver 
thread below. The walking is not very 
bad, but some of the - youngsters ” who 
are on their first trip thrcugh, thought 
| they would expire. We left Dyea at 
10 a.m. and reached Sheep Camp at 
7:39. Myself-and Chris. Cornell were 
the only members of the party who

through. The others had their goo!s 
taken to the summit, intending to pack 
it the rest of the way themselves ; they 
had only reached three miles this side 
of the summit ani are looking for 
Indians to carry it on. The Selkirk 


boys had theirs taken to Sheep Camp, ; 


and were also compelled to callin the 
Indians to assist them the balance of 
the way. We reached here first and 
are preparing to build our boats. 
Others are expected in to-morrow, We 
remained all day at Sheep Camp on 
account of rain, and left at 1:30 a. m. 
next day with our Indians, twenty in 
number, including boys and squaws. 
The doall the travelling they can at 
night, as the days are hot and the snow 
gets very soft in the afternoon. After 
leaving Sheep Camp we began to reach 
a few of the “ high spots,” right up in 
the clouds, Fr one thousand fect we 
had to stick our toes in for all we were 
worth, and take steps from four to six 
inches. I will not undertake to say 
how deep the snow is. When the top 
was reached the descent was begun, 
and if one lost his footing he was liable 
to goseveral hundred feet before re- 
covering his equilibrium. There is six 
miles of this snow travelling. It isa 
hard-looking path. The last six miles 
are not so bad, but as reugh as one 
wants, If you see anyone intending to 
come to the Yukon by this route tell 
them if they cannot pay for transporta- 
tion on the portage, don’t come. Some 
men have been on the road three weeks 
and are not half way yet. Men who 
have never done this surt of work be- 
fore do not know what they are under- 
taking. Some of our boys were very 
confident of getting over themselves, 
but when they got out on the trail for 
a while a child could play with them. 

In conclusion the writer states that 
there is a tent town at Lake Linder- 
man and that timber for building a 
beat was quite convenient. It was 
their intention to begin work the next 
day, and they expected to have the 
boats built within a week. Linderman is 
described as a pretty spot, with flowers, 
etc. The Indians are a fine lot of 
workers, and nearly all talk good 
English. 


FRIENDLY FEELING. 


Commenting on the banquet of the 
American society in London the Daily 
News says: “It is a pleasant re- 
flection that some of the most elo- 
quent, generous and genial! references 
yet made during the jubilee festivities 
have eminated from Americans.” 

In another exchange we read: 
“Niagara Falls, N. Y., July 2.—The 
common council last night, at a special 
meeting, passed a resolution declaring 
the franchise of the Gorge road null 
and void, and giving them thirty days 
to remove their tracks from the streets, 
unless in that time the railroad dis- 
charged every Canadian employed on 
the road. The street superintendent 
was instructed to remove the tracks 
and wires of the road if the company 


| did not in the time specified.” 


Considering the somewhat. conflict- 
ing character of the two articles quoted 
above, together with the other evi- 
dences of a “friendly feeling ” evinced 
by our cousins across the line in con- 
structing prohibitory tariffs and other 
kindred abominaticns, comment be- 
comes almost unnecessary. 

Friendly feeling is very nice and 
our American cousin no doubt has a 
very large amount of it, but it is 
hoped that he will find some better 
way of giving expression to it than 
by passing alien labor laws, and tariff 
bills and preparing offensive de- 
spatches to Great Britain in regard to 
the Behring sea dispute with which 
innocent recreation his congress has 
been passing the time while their 
envoys to the jubilee in Londan have 
been assuring the people of England 
of the overwhelming 
friendship that burns in every Ameri- 
can’s breast for their erstwhile mother 
country and their Canadian cousins 
across the line.

TROUBLE IN INDIA. 


A despatch from Calcutta, India, 
dated the 7th instant, states that all 
sections of the community are ina 
state of anxious expectancy over de- 
velopments of the early future. It is 
rumored that all the mill hands at 
Hoogly have struck work and are pre- 
paring to merch 8,000 strong to re- 
inforce the rioters here. The govern- 
ment has ordered the militia to in- 
tercept them. Mohammedans at 
Garden Reach, in the suburbs of Cal- 
cutta, and a fashionable place for 
Zuropeans, are showing signs of 
dangerous restlessness aad the govern- 
ment has stationed strong guards at 
all the bridges leading to that quarter.

A PROSPECTOR’S TRIP. 


Jos. Brewster who left Edmonton 
over two months ago on an extended 
prospecting tour on the rivers south of 
Calgary and Macleod, returned yester- 
day afternoon and starts to-morrow for 
the north, where he will prospect and 
‘mine on the Athabasca until winter 
'sets in. Mr. Brewster had an interest- 
ing and in some places decidely un- 
pleasant trip, as on the return journey 
the absence of many of the traffic 


swollen by the floods, made the cross- 
ings very difficult and dangerous, At 
High River, thirty-eight miles from Cal- 
gary, he had to haul his wagon to the 
high railway bridge and unhitch his 
team and with the assistance of an 
Indian haul it across by hand over the 
ties and then sent his horses over the 
| cut bank into the river below and trust 
to their being able to swim across, 
which they fortunately were able to do. 
Mr. Brewster's first prospect was made 
on Lee’s Creek near the Morman 
settlement of Cardston on the bound- 
ary iine, where he re prospected placer 
diggings that had been first prospected 
30 years ago and deserted by the miners 
because they could not make more than 
| $6 a day, which at that time would not 
pay them. Though he travelled the 
| creek to the foothills of the Reckies no 
trace of pay dirt could be found and 
the prospect was decidedly unsatisfac- 
tory.

Cardston who treated him with every 
| kindness, even placing at his disposal a 
milch cow which was herded in the 
Morman herd every day and brought 
to his camp at night. Cordston is a 
splendidly menaged town. It has its
